This  and  a matching  house  (31i33  Summer  St.)  was  built  for  Sylvanus  Sawyer  who  was 
a fruit  grower  and  gardener.  He  lived  in  this  house.  He  was  bom  in  Templeton, 
April  15,  1822.  His  mind  was  a well-spring  of  invention.  He  revolutionized  the 
majiufacture  of  strands  of  cane  for  rattan.  He  perfected  the  Sawyer  Shell  during 
the  War  of  Rebellion  and  many  inventions  in  light  machines  and  in  the  shapes  of 
cutting  tools.  He  was  also  interested  in  sewerage  disposal.  He  was  one  of  the 
wealthiest  men  in  Fitchburg.

In  1883,  it  was  sold  to  Frederick  F,  Woodward,  of  Washburn  and  Woodward,  a flour 
and  grain  mill.  Woodward  was  a graduate  of  Fitchburg  High  School,  served  in  the 
53rd  Regt.  in  the  Civil  War,  taught  school,  was  in  the  hardware  business,  cashier 
of  the  Safety  Fund  National  Bank,  alderman  in  1898,  vice  president  of  the  Fitchburg 
Historical  Society  and  13  years  a member  of  the  school  board.
